3. Claim 23 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kwon. 

Claim 23, Kwon discloses the output of the beamformer with a first component, Rxx(k), 
and a second component, Ryy(k) of a estimate for a data tone (col. 9, lines 53-65, figure 
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7, 62). Kwon further discloses decision means for computing a weighted estimate of the 
data (eq. 26) with only one divide operation in the weighting component calculation (eq.
